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The perfect palmtop 


Portfolio comes 
as close as any 


Many of us have been enjoying the 
Portfolio for years, holding onto it despite 
Atari’s dwindling support and the intro- 
duction of other, flashier palmtops. 

Why is this? Because the industry is 
yet to discover the formula for the “per- 
fect” palmtop, and the Port comes just as 
close as many of the other contenders. 

Perhaps the biggest problem facing 
palmtop makers is that no one really 
knows what the users want. Are they just 
after an organizer, or do they want a 
“real” computer? Does the operating 
system matter? How compatible does it 
need to be? What type of software will 
people typically run? 

If Atari was to introduce an improved 
Portfolio, here’s what Re:Port would sug- 
gest as a direction for the perfect palmtop. 
The theme here is going to be compatibil- 
ity. 

Screen size and resolution are impor- 
tant. The Portfolio does a good job with its 
readable screen, but its resolution is no- 
where near what it should be. Any usable 
implementation of DOS should run on an 
80 by 25 screen, period. And a graphics 
resolution at CGA levels is important for 
any kind of plotting or graphing. 

DOS should be the operating system of 


choice for a palmtop right now. Mi- 
crosoft is working on WinPad, an 
implementation of Windows for hand- 
held devices. When it is available, it 
will certainly be worth looking at, but 
for now, DOS is the way to go. 

Other palmtops, notably the new- 
est Sharp model and the Apple New- 
ton, use proprietary operating sys- 
tems. This means that for those 
palmtops to be used at all, they need to 
have programs written for them. With 
a DOS-based system, you have mil- 
lions of programs ready-to-run. And 
writing a new DOS program is within 
the reach of thousands of program- 
mers, who would require no retrain- 
ing. Not to mention that development 
of a DOS program is much more 
simple, because most development will 
be done on desktop PCs, most of 
which run DOS. 

In this regard, of course, the Port 
has an advantage. It does run DOS, 
with some extensions to support the 
Port’s inner workings, which is fine. 
However, the lack of network support 
is not forgivable in these days. Every 
new palmtop computer should include 
some type of built-in network sup- 
port, allowing a user to plug directly 
into a corporate network when at the 
office.

ZModem transfers finally available for Port 


Finally, someone has released an implementation of 
the popular ZModem file transfer protocol for the Port- 
folio. 

ZModenm is perhaps the most widely used form of file 
transfer for BBS systems and many Internet providers. 

It is a type of file transmission that is very fast, allows 
multiple files to be sent at once, and is robust enough to 
correct transmission errors. 

The Portfolio program that incorporates this feature 
is called PTerm V2.0, available as a trial program on 
CompuServe (GO PALMTOP, library 9). 

The test version only allows transfers of files smaller 
than 5K. 

Aside from that restriction, the program implements 
the full ZModem protocol. 

The program comes in both English and German 
flavors, so it is readily available to an international 
audience.

Keep your deleted data from prying eyes 


You can never be too sure who 
might be looking at your data ... or 
trying to look at it. 

That’s why this issue’s utility 
is WIPEOUT, a program that will 
erase your RAM card data with- 
out the possibility of it being 
unerased. 

When you just type DEL to 
delete a file, it may look like the 
file is gone, but in reality, the only 
thing that happens is that DOS 
marks the first character of your 
file as a question mark and tells 
the disk that it can write over the 
area of the disk where your file 
once was stored. 

As jong as no data is wriiten 
onto the disk that falls into the 
area of the deleted file, someone 
with an unerase program or the 
old Re:Port program CREAD 
(card reader) can get your file, or 
most of it, back just as good as 
new. 

This is actually a good thing,

Sometimes, you'll want to be 
able to unerase a file. But what if 
you have a file that you want to 
erase, and be sure that it will stay 
that way? 

You canuse WIPEOUT for that. 

To run WIPEOUT, you must 
type WIPEOUT <filename>. 

The filename that you supply 
must not inciude any wildcards 
(the asterisk and the question 
mark). 

This is to be sure that you don’t 
wipe away something that you 
don’t intend to. 

WIPEOUT will then ask if 
you’re sure that you wish to do 
this.

At this point, the wiping pro- 
cess will begin. 

You'll see four dots appear. 
Each of these dots represents the 
completion of a pass through your 
file. 

What WIPEOUT does is go 
through your whole file, writing 
zeros on one pass and ones on the 
next. 

After four passes, your data is 
safely hidden from any prying 
eyes. 

If someone were to try to do an 
unerase on the wiped file, all they 
would see will be a blank space. 

Please remember that this is 
permanent, and is intended to stop 
anyone from getting the informa- 
tion out of the file. 

Unfortunately, that includes 
you, so if you aren’t sure about 
wiping the file, don’t use 
WIPEOUT, use DEL instead.

Expansion is important, and 
PCMCIA is the way to go here. The 
Portas it stands uses the less-flexible 
“Bee” cards, which do not have the 
advantages of PCMCIA. With 
PCMCIA, you can do more than just 
slide ina RAM card; you can add a 
hard disk, or a modem, or a network 
adapter, or evena sound chip! There 
is much development happening in 
this area right now, and the Portfolio 
falls behind because of its lack of 
support for this kind of expansion. 

Despite the hype about pen-based 
systems and voice recognition, the 
keyboard will remain a primary in- 
put device. The Portfolio has always 
been well regarded for having a de- 
cent keyboard. A large, well-spaced 
keyboard is going to be important for 
any palmtop. The Port could do well 
to arrange its arrow keys in a more 
appealing cross shape, but that’s 
about all the help it needs. The 
imbedded numeric keypad is bril- 
liant; you really appreciate it when 
you compare it to the HP keyboards. 

Pen systems are definitely on the 
decline. Just ask Apple how reliable 
handwriting recognitionis. Microsoft 
was pushing pen computing until 
they saw the egg on Apple’s face. 
The Seattle software giant now claims 
handwriting recognition is “broken” 
because it is less than 100 percent 
accurate. Far less, usually. 

That’s not to say that pen comput- 
ing is worthless. “Tap Apps,” or 
programs that depend only on point- 
ing at the screen and not written 
input, are very reliable on pen ma- 
chines. But in order to be flexible, a 
keyboard is important. On-screen 
“virtual” keyboards are a pale sub- 
stitute for actual keyboards, but we 
may be seeing more of them in the 


future. 

Voice recognition is in nearly the 
same boat as handwriting recogni- 
tion, except that it is so new and hot 
that no one is taking the time to draw 
the comparisons. Most consumer 
voice recognition now is just used to 
navigate around screens, much like a 
“tap app,” but even less reliable. 

Full-blown voice dictation sys- 
tems are available, but they are 
memory hogs, they are slow, they 
take days to train, and they don’t 
allow you to speak with a normal 
patter. Voice recognition also is 
usually far better in a quiet indoor 
environment, but handheld comput- 
ers are going to be used in airports 
and outside. And when you are 
sitting on an airplane, do you really 
want your seatmates to be listening 
in on your conversation with your 
computer? 

One nicety for palmtops might be 
a built-in mouse or other pointing 
device, such as the mini-joystick that 
you see on IBM ThinkPad laptop 
computers. However, this is not as 
important as a large, solid keyboard. 

Memory is going to be a concern. 
Most desktop computers are filled 
with 8 oreven 16 megabytes of RAM, 
but this won’t be necessary for 
palmtops at this stage. ADOS palm- 
top can probably get away with just 
1 megabyte of memory, so long as it 
is able to boot up fully functional 
with much of its drivers loaded into 
high memory, so that as much of the 
standard 640K of DOS spaceis avail- 
able. Palmtops could probably burn 
DOS as well as hardware drivers 
into ROM to save RAM. And a 
RAM disk should not be necessary, 
except if the user wants it. It is a 
shame that we are forced to use 8K of 


our precious 128K on the Port just to 
have a C: drive, when more often 
than not, it goes unused. 

In order to be compatible with a 
wider range of current software, how- 
ever, a palmtop should have at least 
4 megs of memory, and should in- 
clude a 386 or compatible CPU. 

Another area that the Port excels 
in is battery life. Three AA batteries 
are fine; perhaps even adding an- 
other battery would not be so ter- 
rible. But whatever number of bat- 
teries a palmtop takes, they should 
be readily available; that is, they 
should be either AA or nine-volts. 

The form factor of the Port is also 
just about right. The perfect palm- 
top cannot be much bigger, or it 
won’t be a palmtop anvmore. A 
handheld computer definitely needs 
to fit be able to fit comfortably in a 
jacket pocket, even though it usually 
will be transported in a carrying 
case. This does not mean that com- 
puter makers will have to work to- 
tally within the boundaries of the 
Port’s size. New technologies avail- 
able now will allow screens and key- 
boards to literally be folded so that 
we can get twice or three times as 
much user real-estate into as small a 
closed volume as the Port has now. 

That about wraps up the perfect 
palmtop. Basically, it’s a very DOS 
compatible machine the size of a 
Port. 

The bottom line is that no manu- 
facturer is going to be able to guess 
what every user is going to want 
from a palmtop, other than the con- 
venience of portability. Therefore, a 
common denominator of DOS com- 
patibility and basic user comforts 
needs to be considered for the com- 
puter that comes after the Portfolio.

Going online with the Port at your side 


It’s anew year, so it’s time to look 
at how you use your Portfolio and 
what you can do to keep it going for 
another year. 

Here is the most important thing 
to remember. 

If you haven’t changed the batter- 
ies in your RAM cards, now is the 
time to do it. 

First, you have to be sure that you 
have the correct replacement bat- 
tery. 

Most watch and camera stores 
will sell youa CR2016 battery, which 
is perfect. 

At Radio Shack, you can buy a 


Advanced Pro 


CR2016H Lithium Enercell, Cata- 
log Number 23-160. These batteries 
are perfect for the Port’s RAM cards. 

Now that you have the right bat- 
teries, insert your RAM card into the 
Portfolio. 

Turn the Port on, and then pull out 
the battery pack on the RAM card. 
Be sure to remember which side is 
up, and which side is positive. 

Discard the old battery and slide 
the new one in. 

Once that is done, you may want 
to go ahead and put some fresh bat- 
teries in the Port itself. 

You should also make a point of 


rammine 


doing a backup. 

If you have access to a PC, trans- 
fer all of your RAM card files, and 
copy them to a floppy marked 1994 
Port. 

At this point, you should prob- 
ably consider your Diary file. 

You may want to copy your.DRY 
file to 1994.DRY. Then, you can 
create a fresh .DRY file for 1995. 

Start out the year by entering right 
now all of the things that you know 
are coming up throughout the year, 
like birthdays, anniversaries, work 
holidays, and kids’ school sched- 
ules. 


Pondering a Port object-oriented class library 


With my recent workings in Vi- 
sual C++ for Microsoft Windows, 
I’ve been steeped in object-oriented 
programming. 

One of my areas of focus is the 
Microsoft Foundation Class, a class 
library that encapsulates most Win- 
dows functions to make it much easier 
to create applications. 

This of course has lead me to 
think about creating an object-ori- 
ented class library for the Portfolio, 
possibly using Borland’s Turbo C++ 
for DOS. 

I wonder, though, if anyone else 
out there would find this useful, as it 
is a large undertaking. If enough 
Re:Port readers are interested in such

aclass library, then perhaps it would 
be worthwhile to discuss it in these 
pages and build a solid library from 
the ground up. 

Of course, there is the stumbling 
block of object-oriented code’s larger 
overhead, which is a problem with 
the Portfolio. 

However, the speed with which 
you will be able to build a new 
application with this library may 


offset the extra size that comes from 
It. 

I would appreciate your ideas on 
what should be included in the class 
library. 

Obviously, it would be nice to 
include the INT60H functions into 
the library, like the Menuing system 
and the EditBox controls. 

These are sometimes difficult to 
program, and they are definitely sys- 
tem objects that can be encapsulated 
nicely. 

Other objects can include 
scrollable windows for text, a .PGC 
graphics handler, and a object to 
handle setting and getting informa- 
tion from PERMDATA.DAT. 


Dear Re:Port, 


The Rayovac Renewal recharge- 
able alkaline batteries work fine in 
the Port. 

They are not the ordinary 
alkalines. 

They have been redesigned to be 
rechargeable in a special plug-in 
recharger. 

Thus they must be removed from 
the Port for recharge; so you still 
need a temporary set to keep the 
Port alive while you recharge the 
Renewal batteries (in about four 
hours) at the wall socket.

Editor’s reply: That’s great 
news. 

George’s advice to keep a tem- 
porary set of batteries around is a 
good idea. 

The Port can retain its internal 
settings only about 10 minutes with- 
out the AA batteries, so it defi- 
nitely won’t be able to withstand 
four hours without them. 

Alkaline rechargeables should 
solve the problem typically associ- 
ated with rechargeable batteries and 
the Port — the lack of any warning 
when the battery power is low. 

With the Renewal batteries, you 
should carry the charger and a spare 
set of AA batteries. 

When you get a low battery 
warning, remove the Renewals, put 
in your spare set, and start charg- 
ing. 

You may even wish to buy six 
Renewals and just keep them on 
rotation. 

This way, when one set of three 


needs charging, you'll have an- 
other set ready to go.

However, we are working on 
recreating the issue from an old 
paper copy, and we’ll let you know 
when it is available again. 

We’re also thinking about creat- 
ing a Re:Port collection with every 
issue and disk available in one set. 

I am not surprised that the Port is 
so popular in the Czech Republic. 

I have received letters from users 
in that area and they are quite excited 
about the Port. 

The Port is priced right for the 
Eastern European market, where 
there is now much interest in por- 
table, personal computers. 

Europe in general seems to be the 
hotspot now for the Portfolio, espe- 
cially when it comes to creating new 
extensions such as the Floppy Disk 
Drive. 

Please let others in your group of 
Portfolio users know about Re:Port, 
and keep us abreast of the develop- 
ments that are happening in your 
part of the world!
